37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademaric Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademari< Office is unnecessary.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (If Fonm Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The election of species response, although bona fide, is not fully 
responsive and an appropriate notice of non-responsive amendment will be mailed. An updated search for water- 
insoluble extracts of Glycyrrhiza glabra with cetylpyridinium chloride in aqueous carriers, was performed to address the 
narrowed scope of these claims, and the search results were discussed. Two Japanese patents: Sunstar (3) and (4) 
Japan 408151324A (6/96) and Japan 08151325A (6/96) meet claims as presently amended-neither has inulin 
oligosaccharide or zinc divalent metal cation. It is noted that applicant evaluated a mouthwash of inulin.cetylpyridinium 
chloride and zinc chloride-with and without Glycyrrhiza glabra extract.and several available US patents describe 
mouthwashes of both cetylpyridinium chloride and zinc, usually zinc chloride. The Derwent abstracts to these Sunstar 
Japanese patents refer to oil-soluble Glycyrrhiza extracts, which is understood to be applicant's water-insoluble 
extracts.as claimed herein.. 
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
